IMPRESSIONS OF LORENZ.T 


Fauioun Sur/Kcuu I'ayn Striking Trlfc- 


ule to Auicrlcun C'linrlty. 


"America js n splendid country, and 


those who inliahit it arc splendid pco- 
;>ki." was tlie comprehensive way in 
which Professor Lorcuz closed Ids ad- 
dress to a largo audience iu Vienna on 
liis impressions of I he United States, 
says the New York World. 


The professor was most enthusiastic 


about American charity, say ing: "Amer- 
icans practice charity with the passion 
with which other'people practice some 
kind of sport. I am convinced that if 
I had said that the orthopedic hospi- 
tals in New York were inadequate the 
money for a new one would have been 
subscribed the next day. I was much 
impressed by the simplicity with which 
the president of the United States re- 
ceived me. " 'Are you the famous doc- 
tor from Vienna?' he asked. 'Let uie 
shake haiids with you. Just this morn- 
ing Mrs. Itoosevelt spoke of you.' Then 
he told me the history of his family- 
how a younger brother, now dead, was 
a doctor, and told about one of his own 
boys who is not strong. Then he shook 
hands again and went back to the Ven- 
ezuelan question. 
. 


"The. novelty of shaking hands with 


so many people 1 did not .know impress- 
ed me deeply. Sometimes i would be 
011 a train, and the engineer and tire- 
man would leave the engine, come up 
and shake hands. 
Ladies would stop 


me in the street and do so." 


Professor Lorenz remarked for the 


benefit of the medical students present 
that dinner at their club costs less than 
it does to get one's boots cleaned in 
Chicago. He did not enjoy the delica- 
cies in America. During the sumptu- 
ous banquets given him he often pined, 
be said, for the boiled beef and kraut 
of home. Oysters were about the only 
American dish lie really cared for. 


He thinks it very fine that American 


students do not drink or fight, but de- 
vote themselves to study and sport. lie 
told the Vienna doctors that in Ameri- 
ca nurses are treated like ladies. 


Dr. Lorenz thinks America's women 


are remarkable for their education, 
cleverness and artistic taste, but lie 
does not think they can took a dinner, 
and he infers that that may be the rea- 
son why they are shy when marriage 
is concerned. 


HELEN KELLER'S PLEA. 


Famous Blind Girl Urges Relief For 


Fellow Unfortunates. 


Miss Helen Keller, known through- 


out the country as the girl born deaf, 
dumb and blind, who has achieved a 
brilliant education, was tue center of 
attraction at a hearing held in the 
statehouse at Boston the other day by 
the legislative committee on education, 
says the New York Press. The hearing 
was for the purpose of determining the 
advisability of appointing a commis- 
sion to investigate the condition of the 
adult blind. Miss Keller said in part: 


•'It is terrible to be blind and be un- 


educated, but it is worse for the blind 
who have finished their education to be 
idle. Their very education becomes a 
burden because they cannot use it 1 
remember the distress of many blind 
persons I have known who after finish- 
ing their education could find no means 
of supporting themselves because! no 
one helped them to find positions in 
which they could turn what they had 
been taught to practical use, 


"The greater their ambition to do 


useful work the more cruel their disap- 
pointment. If this commonwealth will 
establish a commission to place the 
blind in positions of self support, it 
will be doing three things—helping the 
blind, relieving itself of the burden of 
caring for them and setting an exam- 
ple to other states."

Beautiful Wort of the Artisan* at 


Former Centuries. 


The wonders of the needle were in 


ancient times in Knypt. India, Baby- 
loniu and Phoenicia, mainly lavished 
by woim-n on veils and hanging^ for 
temples. Connoisseurs consider the veil 
dec'-ratiug the tomb of Mohammed at 
Midina, priced at 10,000,000 rupees, 
tha most marvelous piece of embroid- 
ery ever made. Its pattern, a cuiminj 
interlacing of scrolls and arabesques 
exclusively delineated wiKi rare pearls 
and precious stones, produces, when 
exposed to the rays of the sun, a stu- 
pendous effect of coloring, soft and har- 
monious and equal to the bold graceful- 
ness of the design. Linen, silks, leath 
er and the richest stuffs were in turn 
beautified with the little insignificant 
tool, jthe needle. 


Diaphanous Indian muslin charming- 


ly embroidered with green beetle wings 
is still renowned, as well as examples 
of painted spangles and artificial pearls 
strewn amid devices wrought in gold. 
But where is now to be found the in- 
comparable Deccu muslin, thirty yards 
of which were oiice inclosed for a tur- 
ban, iu au ordinary cocoanut inc: listed 
with gems and presented by a Persian 
ambassador to his master, the shah. 
Other varieties known as invisible 
have also disappeared. The term orig- 
inated from the fact that when dipped 
in wa.er pr spread out on the grass thu 
material was lost to the eye through 
its extreme fineness. 


The trained fingers have disappeared, 


aucl through modern competition cus- 
tomers are no longer willing to pay tub 
'real value of genuine hard work. This 
superiority of eastern craftsmen over 
their western fellows was recognized 
centuries-ago, first by Portuguese, who 
were iu the habit of sending satin to 
India to be embroidered by the natives 
after European designs, 
a fashion 


which at times renders somewhat puz- 
zling the classification of the marvels 
of handiwork. 


The French followed suit, since the 


majority of the Louis XVI. court sets. 
including coat, waistcoat and breeches 
in satin, velvet, plush or corded silk. 
so exquisitely adorned with delicate 
sprays ]and admirable borders wrought" 
in satin and tambour stitches, are due 
to the skill and industry of the Chi- 
nese, who have reproduced the French 
devices with floss siik in such lovely 
and fast colors, which still appear in 
all their beauty, with a mellowness im- 
parted by time, which further adds to 
their charm.—Ledger Monthly.
